THE JURY RETURNS A VERDICT OF GUILTY 
AGAINST MRS. CRAWFORD. 


The Petitioner’s Counsel Makes an Elo- 
quent Speech—Sir Charles Receives a 
Scathing Rebuke from the Court—Editor 
Cutting’s Case—Foreign News. 


Lowpon, July 23.—The case of Crawford 
against Crawford and Dilke was given to the 


finding Mrs. Orawford guilty of adultery with 
Sir Charles Dilke and granting Mr. Grawford a 
divorce. 

The jury were absent twenty minutes, The 
decision arrived at by the jury is that Mr. 
Crawford is entitled to a divorce from his 
wife on the ground of adultery with 
Sir Charles Dilke, as decided the nisi 
by Justice on February 20 last, the 
present case being simply a rehearing 
at the intervention of the Queen's proctor fer 
the purpose of ascertaining whether the decree 
nisi should not be set aside on the ground-of 
collusion between Mr. and Mrs. Crawford or 
on new evidence invalidating the wife’s con- 
fession. The jury finding in favor of Mr. Craw, 
ford the proceeding confirms the previous 
decree and makes it absolute at the expira- 
tion of the six months attachingtoit. This 
six months will expire on August 12, the decree 
nisi having been issued on February 12. The 
Queen’s proctor has been condemned to pay 


the costs of the present proceeding. 
HIT HARD BY THE COURT. 


In his closing argument, Sir Walter Philli- 
more, for the Queen’s Proctor, urged the jury 
to believe that Mrs. Crawford’s whole confes- 
sion was concocted for the purpose of shield- 
ing Capt. Foster. Justice Hannen, in sum- 
ming up the case for the jury, laid 
stress upon Sir Charles Dilke’s abstention 
from testifying in the former trial. This si- 
lence, the Judge said, had the effeet 
of suggesting that Sir Charles was guilty 
of the charge he refrained from denying.

again the hero of a similar episode. Har- 
rington’s img portunities gained for 
him the appdintment of laborer on the 
temporary roll of the Treasury Department, 
where he has been serving eversince. On 
Wednesday Harrington called on Chief Clerk 
Youmans and demanded $60 in advance of his 
earnings to enable him to go home to St.

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A SURPRISING STEP. 


REV. DR, YOY WITHDRAWS FROM THE 
- / EPISCOPAL CHURCH. | 


other Echo of the Jardine Case—A Re- 
cont Tilt With Rev. Mr. Robert—Stight- | 
ing Reference te Dr, Suyder—A Brief 
Career in a New Denomination. 


It is just two years since the Pos r- DISPATCH 
created a sensation among the church people 
of this city by announcing the application of 
Rev. Jos. H. Foy, D. D., LL. D., to be admitted 
into the Protestant Episcopal Church. To-day 
an equally surprising announcement is 
again made regarding Dr. Foy 
in the statement that he has 
withdrawn from the ministry of the Prot- 
stant Episcopal Church. In his letter to the 
Standing Committee he assigns no reason for 
his action, but requests to be ‘‘deposed’’ at 
an early day. 

Dr. Foy before entering the Episcopal min- 
istry had been for years one of the leading 
representatives of the Christian or Disciple de- 
nomination. Atthe time of his leaving that 
denomination he stated through the Post- 
DISPATCH that he had felt himself drifting away 
from his old landmarks and felt constrained to 


fall at the feet of what he then called the 
historic church. He left the Christian 
Church, followed by the good wishes 
nd regrets of his old congregation. 
e was giadly received by the Episcopalians 
on account of his excellent record as an edu- 
cator and minister, and in July, 1884, began 
his period of postulancy. His deaconate 
as passed in ministering to the 
churches along the Iron Mountain Railroad, 
and at Crystal City, Ironton and Desoto his 
efforts resulted in giving great encourage- 
ment to religion. e was ordained to the 
Episcopal priesthood by Bishop Robert- 
son at St. Peter's Church, this mg last 
January, and after supplying St. Peter's 
pulpit during the Lenten season, was 
called to Calvary. Church, Colum- 
bia, Mo., where he gave entire 
satisfaction, but remained afew weeks only, 
his family not wishing to leave St. Louis. 
Since then he has quietly remained in this 
city, at his home at 3008 Locust street, 
and has made but one public appearance, | 
that being-at the Unitarian Church of the 
Messiah on Trinity Sunday, which stirred up 
considerable comment. Rev. ‘ G. 
Robert, rector of the Church of the

A Detailed Account of the Charges Against 
Dick— How He Fvaded Payment of a 
Judgment Meld Against Him by the

O'Neill and the Surveyor — Political 
Gossip. 


The records of the House Committee on ex- 
penditure in the Treasury Department show 
conclusively that Congressman John M. 
Glover’s charges against Collector R. P. 
Lancaster, containéd in the resolution 
adopted by the House a few. days ago, 
are founded in fact and are proven to be true 
beyond all question. The history of 
the pretended investigation made by Dis- 
trict Attorney Bliss in the mame of the 
Treasury Department refiects unfavorably 
upon the Washington officials, who appar- 
éntly were anxious to retard instead of facili- 
tate the labor of inquiry. : 

Mr. Bliss, in his report, states that after a 
cursory examination of the situation he ar- 
rived at the conclusion that the services of a 
clerk from the department, with authority to 
administer oaths, was absolutely indis- 
pensable to the proper conduct of the investi- 


gation, He telegraphed this view of the case 
to Washington, accom d by the statement 
that there was no doubt a very gross fraud 
upon the Government had been perpetrated 
by Lancaster in the transfers of his 
real the payment of

the United States Goverment, The 
Secretary of the Treasury declined to comply 
with Mr. Bliss’ request for a clerk. Bliss re- 
peated his telegrams several times, laying all 
of the facts before the department, but re- 
ceived no further attention. 

Lancaster’s transfers of property had been 
made to his business associates, friends aud 
relatives at about the date of the judgment 
against bim and were in the language 
of the Congressional resolution, ‘‘sus- 
picious and extraordinary.’’ Bliss, 
recognizing that he had struck a mare’s nest; 
was anxious to goto the bottom and vengil- 
late it thoroughly. The Washington 
authorities declining to assist him 
he notified the interested parties by letter 
to appear before him and make statements 
concerning their connection with Lancaster’s 
real estate transactions, and he hired a 
stenographer to assist him in taking their 
testimony. Subsequently he telegraphed 
to Washington to ascertain if the 
department would pay the expenses of the 
stenographer. Lancaster evidentiy had in- 
fluential friends at eourt and Bliss received 
a negative reply to his request. 
He was confident that the conveyances 
made by Lancaster were fraudulent and dis- 
honest. Lancaster was sent for and appeared 
before him. He offered to make certain state- 
ments explanatory ofthe ae against him, 
but refused to do so under oath.

QUESTIONS FOR CANDIDATES. 

The Merchants and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation of St. Louis is carrying its fight 
against railroud discrimination imto the 
next General Assembty by sending broad- 
east over the State acircular propounding 
to candidates for the Legislature certain 
interrogatories which, if made an issue by 
the people, should lead to a substantial 
improvement in our railroad laws, or 
rather in the means ot enfor¢ing obedience 
to the plain and salutary provisions of our 
fundamentai law. 

As these questions relate only to the bet- 
ter enforoement ot positive mandates and 
guarantees of the State Constitution 
which have been notoriously disregarded 
by members of the Legislature, as well as 
by the railroads, the queries all resolve 
themselves at last into the very important 
question whether railroad corporations 
shall continue to govern Missouri in de- 
fiance of her fundamental law, and in 
open warfare against the commercial 
rights and interests of her people. A 
question of such moment should be ac- 
corded a place far in front of ordinary 
politics, and no voter should let any mere 
party interest interfere with its prompt 
and proper settlement. 

But we warn the Democratic leaders 
that it will force itself into politics if they 
continue to lag so dangerously far in the 
rer of public opinion in this matter. It 
was precisely thus that the Republican 
leaders lost their beastly majority in 
Pennsylvania when PATTERSON was 
elected. The tremendous fight against 
Gen. GORDON’s nomination by the Georgia 
Democrats is another warning, of which 
the end is not vet. Above all living men 
he is the idolized hero of Georgia’s peo- 
ple, and but for one thing he would 
have, been nominated by acclamation 
and elected without opposition. That one 
thing was the accession of the Joe Brown 
railroad clique to power through Gor- 
DON’S resignation some years ago. Solely 
on account of that remote and indirect 
connection with the success of a corpora- 
tion influence against which Georgia Dem- 
ocrats are in revoit was he opposed, and 
no man less innocent or less above suspi- 
cion of being the tool of that influence 
could have stood up against a revolt gain- 
ing so rapidly in strength and tenacity. 
The fight is not over, and what will be left 
of Democratic ascendancy in Georgia 
when it is fought out remains to be seen. 
Here in Missouri the people have found } 
to their cost that railroad influence may

HE WAS TILED OF LIFE. 


Old Simon Meyer Puts an End to His Career 
by Hanging Himself. 


Simon Meyer was an old German who, when 
he had attained the age of seventy-five years 
on last New Year’s day, was surrounded by 
all that goes to make up a happy old ax 
Iie lived with his son-in-law, Fred 
Wagoner, at No. 414 Lami street. The 
latter is a well-to-do boss teamsterand derives 
agood income from his teams. When the 
family arose for breakfast early this morning, 
for Mr. Wagoner is an early riser, the old man 
was missing. He had been complaining 
off and on for the Ast year,

He had evidently gone out 
to the stable some time during the night or at 
an early hour this morning and tied one end 
a clothes line to tue rafter and placed tue 
other end which containeda loop about his 
neck. Kicking a stool frora under his feet he 
was soon suspended in mid-air and of course 
in the due course of time died. When 
the family missed him this morning 
they instituted a search for the old 
man and found him dead, as stated, hanging 
inthe stable. William Michael, the family 
undertaker, was sent for and cut down the 
body. No particular cause is asigned for the 
old man’s act excepting despondency. Meyer 
was a native of Germany. The coroner held 
an inquest this morning on the body, anda

- EMBEZZLERS. 


HOW THE RECORD OF 1886 SPEAKS FOR 
CANADA’S POPULARITY. 


—_ 


Shiftings of the Fashionable Haunts for 
Criminals—Texas in Unvirtuous Days— 
The Rockies and Miaing Camps—Future 
Resorts—Those Who Have Proven Ex- 
ceptions to the Rule of Honesty—A Long 
and Pithy List of Fraud. 


Away back in the 5086 aman who, through 
accidentor design, besmirched his own fair 
name and rendered living in peace and quiet- 
ness in his wonted haunts outside jail walls 
impossible by reason of his misfortunate in- 
fringement on the conventions of the body 
politic, wentto Texas. There he either bore 
a penance of chiggers, was killed by Indians, 
and 
flourished a revolver, or became 
a man of note in business and politics. 
After a time Texas grew virtuous. It became 


too easy of access, and the rogues turned their 


faces otherwhere. The Rockies had charmed 
some before this time, and now the fashion 
changed so radically that no man with the 
least self-respect would clear out to anywhere 
but the Rocky Mountains. That was in the 
608, though, and after the war. Aftera time 
capricious fashion, instead of countenancing 
all those thousand miles of country, settled 
on ilimited portions, first Nevada, 
then portions of Colorado, Denver, 
Leadville, the Black Hills, with Deadwood as 
a centre, and finally fashion forsook that 
whole region. She said she could not breathe 
in a mob, and that is the feeling that her 
votaries, those fleeing from the law, had. 
She looked around hera bit, and about the 
beginning of the present decade settled upon 
Canada. Here shall be ‘the earthly para- 
dise, she said. And to that 
Gretna Green of finance the bank cashier,

Tne departure of large sume of money from 
the Provident Savings Bank in company with 
Aimon B. Thomson, whois said to be summer- 
ing over the border, has attracted local atten- 
tion to that resort. It nas suggested a com- 
pilation of eimilar crimes committed in this 
country during the current year. This com- 

lation completed shows conclusively, 
n contrast with recollections ot 
the year of 1885, that Canada is; no 
longer increasing in population and 
wealth atthe expense of United States bank 
depositors as rapidly as was formeriy the case. 
There have been but forty defauits reported 
by the newspapers of the country since Janu- 
ary 1, 1985. These do not include postmasters 
who were found to be enibezziers, as they are 
too numerous to mention, seldom’have sense 
enough to run away, and their bondsmen 
quickly make up the delinquency in most 
causes. Nor does it include tne bondsmen of 
the Indiana Township Trustees, who shared in 
the fraudulent issues of township war- 
rants, disposed of their own property and 
joined the trustees who had previously fled 
Over the line. An Indiana Township Trustee's 
bondsman is too smail game to be hunted up. 
Professionai crooks also have been excluded, 
only the amateurs incrime being considered. 
There were two cases of spoiling the natives 
during the year that lend a humorous light to 
the subject. G. W. Lennox of the firm 
of Lennox & McCue, Northeastern Ohio agents 
for the Pennsylvania Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of Philadelphia, on January 4 took 
all the company’s cast: he could get his hands 
onand wentto Canada, from whence he had 
come. His partner was left to bear the strain. 
The defaication was given out to be but 32,000, 
but was thought to be much more. James 
Young, another Canadian, employed as a 
cashier by the Pacific Express Company at 
Galveston, Tex., filed between two days to his 
home. He was seen early in May at Detroit, 
where he crossed the river. His cash account 
with the Express Company was 7, GO short. 

Fredrick Fishel, cashier for August Bern- 
heim & Baner, 516 Broadway, New York, was 
captured in Hamilton, Ontario, 3 2. 
Fishel! was 52 years old, unmarried and lived 
with his parents. The firm had unlimited 
confidence in him till it was discovered@that he 
was lavishing money on Neilie Fisher, a con- 
cert hall singer. An almost simultaneous dis- 
covery was made that he had stolen $75,000 of 
the firm’s money. He hid himself and wrote 
a letter very much like Almon Thomson’s et- 
fusion, but was canght and jailed. His return 
was effected on a charge of forgery, his steal- 
ing having included that offense. 

President McNiel of the Lancaster (Mass.) 
National Bank still lingers in some secluded 
portion of the Dominion. He was trailed very 
close and barely escaped capture at 
Montreal, but was not located later. 
His stealings amounted to $40,000 in securi- 
ties, $9,000 gold and §15,000 in bills. The 
bills he took in a valise to Rutland, Vt.,. where

A ‘STRANGE CASE, 


Disappearance of a Drummer With a Very 
Little Pile. 


The police have been notified of the disap- 
pearance of D. C. Chambers, traveling sales- 
man for O. H. Peckham & Co. It was sug- 
gested by a morning paper that he had been 
murdered. The corpse has not been found. 
It is an odd case, as no reason for his disap- 
pearance can be found. That he has been 
murdered is improbable; that he has absconded 


is equally improbable. He arrived in the city 
from a trip through his territory, which was 
Southeast Missouri and Arkansas, on Saturday 
night, July 10. He was seen at the O. H. Peck- 
ham & Co. establishinent, 405 Main street, on 
Sunday morning bythe watchman. He said 
he would be down Monday morning. Mr.Chas. 


Hi. Peckham did not see him then, and only | 


became inquisitive as to his whereabouts a 


few days since. He said this morn- 
ing; Chambers was due here on 
the 10th, but 1 thought for some 


reason of his own he was extending the trip, 
and would turn up in time. But when several 
days passed without any word coming as to 
his whereabouts, I began tracing him to find 
where he couid be. The latest information I 
could get was in reply to a letter Iwrote a 
customer at Fredericktown when he com- 
piained because a shipment bad not been 
made. This customer said Chambers left 
Fredericktown on the 10th, and expected 
to meet William Kerr, traveling salesman 
for the Kraft-Holmes Grocer Company, on the 
train. Ilearned that Richmond was well ac- 
guuinted with an Iron Mountain conductor, 
Hoquomburg, and wrote him asking him to 
callonme. Iwentuptosee Kerr, but found 
he had left Kraft- Holmes Grocer Company’s 
employ. He left suddenly without warning, 
and on the 12th his sister came down with his 
books and papers saying he had gone to Colo 
rado. I thought Chambers had gone also, but 
Hoquomburg said a traveling man told him he 
saw Chambers with a young lady at the depot 
on Sunday night, July 11, seeing the Kerr fam- 
ily off. A letter has sinee arrived here, ad- 
dressed to Chambers, from Colorado Springs, 
Colo., inclosed ina Kraft-Holmes envelope, 
which I think is from Kerr.’’ 

Mr. James Scudder, junior partner in the 
Kraft-Holines Grocer Company, said: ‘‘Mr. 
Kerr leit our employ very  sud- 
denly, but not for any reason than 
his own inclination. He had slightly overdrawn 
his account but not enough to matter any. He 
had been onthe road two years, covering a 
number of lower river points, but was too 
slow-going to develop any trade. We did 
not value him highly and when he failed to 
send in orders thought he was only playing in 
hard luck. He was a protege of Mr. Kraft’s 
but somewhat of a disappointment. Idon’t 
think he has any direct connection with the 
disappearance of Chambers. 

It was ascertained that the lady who accom- 
panied Chambers to the depot Sunday night 
to seethe Kerrs go away was a member of 
that family and has since gone North. 
Whether Mr. Chambers has drifted in the 
same direction or no, itis impossible to tell.

in his possession, the roceeds of 
collections made for 0.

& Co.; out of which he was entitled to some 


credits for expenses. Had he intended to 
abscond it would have been possibile for him 
to collect something over $1,000. He came 
from Wheeling, W. Va., and was employed by 
his late employers in March, 15%.

Thus 
vou will observe that Buell sails into 
Grant, and Longstreet jumps with both 
feet onto the dead Jackson. Grant had 
no word of accusation against Sidney 
Jobnston, but attacks Wallace in force, 
while Beauregard is under a concentrated 
fire from all the Confederates except his 
own staff officers at Shiloh. 

Sometimes the magazines have ‘‘Recol- 
lections of a Private;’’ but this puzzles 
me. In the first place, it requires a great 
deal of journalistic enterprise to find a 
private. In the second place, I don’t see 
how a private can have any recollections 
ofthe war. I was a private in the cam- 
paign of 1862 through Northern Virginia 
and Maryland, and in every fight, and I 
must say that I never saw a single battle 
or had the faintest idea of what was going 
or or what were the results until I was 
told of it afterward or saw it in a paper. I 
was three days at Second Manassas, and 
then slowly made up my mind that there 
would probably be a genuine engagement 
nextday. When we rebels began to move 
the night after Sharpsburg, I had an idea 
that it was with a view to open a battle in 
the morning, and when we got to the 
Potomac and started in I couldn’t com- 

rehend why we hadn’t tried a fight first. 
Fighting, as we generally were, witha 
long lineover miles of front, in woods for 
the most part, and over hills and valleys, 
I don’t believe that any private ever saw 
more than a small part of the battle (ex- 
ceptat Fredericksburg) or knew a skirm- 
ish from a general engagement, or a 
reconnoissance from an attack. 

An artillery duel at Shepherdstown was 

much worse to me and every member of 
my company than was the great battle of 
Sharpsburg the day before. There we 
lay allday on the bluff of the Potomac 
with 20-pounder Parrotts far away across 
the river and beyond our reach, firing 
with such precision that it seemed to me 
they could have knocked in the head of a 
barrel about the third trial; indeed, I was 
not sure they couldn't have driven a spike 
at the distance of three miles. We were 
on our faces making impressions in the 
ground, from which I felt sure accurate 
casts of our countenances might have 
been molded, and those 20-pound shells 
were shingling our back hair all the after- 
noon. 
Drainesville, Ithought was a terrible 
battle, and was disappointed when 1 
learned fromthe Southern papers that it 
was an unsuccessful reconnoisance,”’ 
and from the Northern papers that it was 
en brilliant little affair.“ 

Those people on the other side shot well 
with their cannon. I saw them in Peters- 
burg at 2, ards, just for practice, burst 
five shells out of seven inside a barn be- 
hind our works, and send the other two 
a it, bursting just beyond. 

At the same place, at 1,500 yards, I saw 
them hit with the first shell the first 
shovelful of fresh earth just picked in run- 
ning a second line on our side. 

I knew one shell to skin the parapet and 
go between the two logs which formed the 
wall of the only superstructure to our un- 
derground winter quarters and burst on 
the breast of a man standing with his 
back against the far wall. I knew one 
enfilading round shot to bound and hit a 
tree and fall back and break both legs of 
a man on the safe side of a traverse built 
as a protection against enfllading—the 
safest place he could have found any- 
where within range. 

At Dam No. 1 at Yorktown I saw a man 
sitting with his back to the 23838 with 
a Mississippi rifle leaning on his shoulder, 
struck so hard by a piece ot shell rebound- 
ing from a tree that his rifle was bent and 
shoulder broken. 

Again, at Petersburg Isaw a man arise 
from behind the work after a conical shell 
had exploded in front and the fragments 
had gone chorusing over, and the jagged 
butt of the shell, evidently retarded b 
the explosion, came straggling along an 
took a piece out of hisarm. 

But they didn’t always shoot hard 
enough with their cannon balls. For in- 
stance, there was Lieut. Brander, of the 
Richmond Battery, who was hit in the 
middle of the back by a twelve-pound 
solid shot at Fredericksburg on the 13th of 
December, and was so little hurt that he 
couldn’t find excuse to stay at home till 
Christmas. And Capt. Jo Deshna, now 
living atCynthiana, was hit in the back of 
the head with the same sort of missile at 
Murfreesboro. I {mever heard what be- 
came of the fragments of that solid shot. 
Since incidents as these are about all I 
have ever personally known of a battle. 
Ihave seen say as much as a brigade 
emerge from the woods on the other side, 
and we have let into them with our shells 
until shells came flying—I couldn’t always 
tell from where—around and about us or 
until that brigade got near our woods 
where our men were, and have then seen 
that brigade go back faster than it came. 
Then I have seen our men go across the 
same opening and come back in the same 
ener cstyle. But I never knew a whole 
battle till afterwards. I haven’t the exact 
recollection of incidents which apper- 
tained toa certain friend of mine, who 
could refer to such details as a small 
persimmon tree standing about eleven 
feet to the northeast of pond thirty-seven

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Making the Mansion More of a Home and 
Less of a Club House. 


From the New York Sun. 


The daily routine of life at the White 
House has not been altered much sincea 
bride came to preside there. A writer in 
the New York Sun says that the Presi- 
dent’s habits have not yielded to the 
change in his domestic affairs. There is 
one more servant, a German girl, whom 
Mrs. Hoyt tought from Fayetteville with 
her, who remain as Mrs. Cleveland’s 
maid. But 2 of a mistress at 
the Executive Mansion would not be per- 
ceived by the casual visitor. A close in- 
spection of the private portion of 
tbe house, however, shows that 
a woman’s dainty hand and 
refined taste have passed over it, 
and the rooms look less like a club-house 
and more like a home. Mrs. Cleveland 
and her friend have been overhauling the 
antique furniture, pulling one piece out of 
this room and pushing another into that, 
and at the west end of the private corridor 
they have fitted up a little snuggery, 
where they sit sometimes and exchange 
confidences.

Now the breakfast hour is 9 
o’clock, and only once or twice since his 
marriage has Mr. Cleveland attended to 
any official duties before going down- 
stairs. He usually passes into the library 
on his way to tue dining-room to take 
what telegrams or letters are lying wpon 
his desk and runs through them while 
waiting for breakfast to be served. He 
gets into theofficial harness about an hour 
later than he used to do, and it is general- 
ly 10 o’clock nowadays before he begins 
work, when 9 was the hourformerly. He 
pulls steadily along until 1:30, when, on 
every alternate day. he receives the pub- 
lic and then goes to luncheon, and after- 
ward chats with the ladies for a few min- 
utes as he smokes a cigar. 

During the morning hours Mrs. Cleve- 
land sees nothing of her husband, but 
spends her time in reading, sewing, 
arranging things about the house.

siping withthe gardener about the flowers, 
of which she is very fond. In the attic of 
the White House isa wonderful store of 
old things, and the young women have

The Carruthers’ Domestic Cloud—A Dying 
Grandmother’s Wish—The Damage Suit | 
of Mrs. Knox Against Her Father-in- 
Law—A Wife Deprived otf Dower—Inter- 
esting Decision in a Libel Case. 


Mrs. Lou Carruthers sat two feet apart from 
herhusband, W. W. Carruthers, in Court No. 
2 this morning, when a motion affecting their 
child, Edna, a little girl of 6 years, was pre- 
sented to Judge Dillon. The particulars of 
their domestic trouble were related in the 
POST-DISPATCH when Mrs. Carruthers came 
into Court with a petition for divorce. Her 
busband is a well-known grain merchant and 
she is an active member ofa West End church. 
The young couple had differences arising from 
Mrs. Carruthers’ devotion to her church duties, 
She is a refined, modest, neatly-dressed 


little lady, possessing @ will of her own and not 
hesitating to express herself firmly within 
court or without. 

Her husband sat with hisattorney, Mr. Daw- 
son, who presented a motion in his behalf 
relative to the child. Mr. Carrutbers’ mother, 
is at present in the city, and she is 
reported to be in avery low condition at 
the residence of Mr. Oarruthers’ brother. 
She expressed a wish to see her little grand- 


daughter, Edna, who is staying with 
her mother at the family residence 
on Cook avenue. Mr. Carruthers alleged 
that he sent for the child. but the 


mother declined to part with her even fora 
visit to the grandmother. Undersuch acon- 
dition of things Mr. Carruthers asked for an 
order of court. 

Seneca Taylor, representing Mrs. Carruth- 
ers, suid that she had no objection to the child 
being seen by her grandmother and there bad 
been no objection to the father calling to see 
the child. There was asuspicion, however, 
founded upon a threat, that the child might be 
taken off to Canada, and the mother would 
strenuously oppose the little one going any. 
where beyond hercare and control. She had 
been compelied to separate from her husband, 
being in fear of her lite, 

M.. Dawson ridiculed the idea of any one 
being afraid of Mr. Carruthers. That, how- 
ever, cut no figure in the present proceeding. 

Judg® Dillon said that an order would be 
granted permitting the chiid to be taken to 
see her grandmother this afternoon between 3 
o clock and ö o’clock. Pending the litigation 
the father would be permitted to send for the 
child every Sunday afternoon between 1 and 6 
o’clock. The wife’s motion for alimony has 
not yet been heard. 


Enticed Her Husband Away. 

Judge Dillon rendered a decision to-day in 
the $25,000 damage suit of Mrs. Mary Knox 
against Thomas Knox, Sr., her father-in-law. 
This is a pecullar case. Mrs. Knox stated that 


she was — comfortably and happily with 
her husband, Thos. nox, Jr., and 
their child, when on the 15th 
of December last her father-in-law willfully, 
wrongfully and maliciously contriving to in- 
jure her and deprive her of the comfort and 
society of her husband, enticed him away 
from their residence and detained and bar- 
bored him at his own residence. Mrs. 
Knox alleged that b reason of such 
action she has been deprived of tbe comfort, 
society, aid and support of her young bus:

CAUGHT SIGHT OF A HUMAN FIGURE.

An in- 
terpreter was found with some difficulty, but 
could get very little information out of her. 

She said her 
name was Annie, but either could not or 
would not give hersurname.

The Steamer Waesland Runs Into a Sleeping 
‘Whale. 


New York, July 23.—The Netherland steam - 
er, Waesland, which left Antwerp on the llth 
and arrived here yesterday morning, reports 
that at noon on the second day ont and just 
after the Waesland left the channel, a whale 
was seon floating on the water directly in the 
vessel’s course.

None of 
the officers ofthe ship had ever witnessed a 
similar oocurrenee, although it is 5 no 
means an unheard of occurrence. hips 
have struck seeping whales before and on 
several occasions have suffered damage from 
the collision.

THE PARSON BIT HIM. 


AN INQUISITIVE CHURCH MEMBER ROUGH- 
LY HANDLED BY HIS PASTOR. 


The Queer Doings of Dominie Van Den 
Broek at Paterson, N. J.—New Hol- 
land’s Church Sensation—The Pastor’s 
Queer Doings-Mr. Hartman’s Discovery 
and, the Result.

New Tonk, Jury 23.—John Hartman. 
a Hollander, keeps a shoe store at 
No. 4 Holsman street, Paterson. Yes- 
terday morning Hartman appeared before 
Recorder Greaves and had a warrant issued 
for << of his pastor, the Rev. J. Van 
Den Br, on a charge of assault and battery. 
Mr. Hartman displayed some bruises and a 
bandaged arm, and under the bandages was 
an inflamed bite, which he asserted was the 
work of Mr. Den Broek’s teeth. Dominie Van 
Den Broek is a recent arrival in Paterson. 
His flock is of recent organization. The mem- 
bers are certain Hollanders who lean to 
Arminianism and who, therefore, decided to 
separate from the regular Holiand Reformed 
Church. These people wantedaminister, and 
one of their number knew of the dominie, who 
was in Holland, and induced the officérs 
of the new congregation to issue a call 
to him. They subscribed money enough to 
bring him over with his wife and three chil- 
dren, and he began his ministrations about 
three months ago. He is a fine-looking, ath- 
letic man, of good address, and was apparent- 
ly earnest inthe workof saving souls. His 
congregation removed from anegro church, 
where they had been holding services, and got 
better quarters in the chapel in East Holsman 
street. Lately some queer gossip began to 
disturb the peace of New-Hcliand, as that 
part of Patersoniscalled. The rumors were 
not calculated to increase the estimation in 


which the pastor was held by Christian peo- 
ple. It was said that members of the congre- 
gation had received letters aud even a cable 
dispatch from Amsterdam, making grave 
CHARGES AGAINST HIS CHARACTER 
for honesty and purity. One charge was said 
to be that be had been called toa churchin 
the Transvaal Republic, South Africa, and 
after pocketing an advance of 3,500 guilders 
which had been sent bim on his saiary, he 
failed to keep his engagement. But the dom- 
inie’s conduct in Paterson was enough to fur- 
nish food for scandal without any letters from 
Holland. It was usserte that he 
went too often toa certain woman’s apart- 
ments in the basement of atenement house 
and staid too long when he did go. Finally it 
became common talk that he went there every 
afternoon. He usually went into the house 
between 2and8 o’clock, and remained until 
nearly. Just a little before 6, the woman 
who occupied the apartments would come out 
with a pitcher and go toa beer shop. She 
would return and after a reasonabie time, 
supposed to represent the consumption of 
beer, the clergyman wouldcome outof the 
house. The neighbors came to look for the 
dominie's visits as a regular thing. The 
house belongs to a Mr. Stansfield, and a 
woman who lives in it attends to persons who 
wish to hire rooms. It was learned from her 
that the occupant of the basement apartments 
in question and the clergyman, accompanied 
by a man whose name is not known to any of 
the investigators or gossips, came to the 
house about a month ago and hired the 
rooms. Thenew female tenant’s name was 
not known. Sheled a retired life there, and 
nobody visited her“ except the clergy- 
man and the man who had come 
with them to hire the rooms. The 
clergyman was referred to Mr. Stansfieid 
as the proper person to paythe rentto. He 
did not go to Stansfield, but his male friend 
did. Stansfield did not make any inquiries 
about his tenants. He presumed the clergy- 
man and the young woman were father and 
daughter.

ishioners, and recently Cobler Hartman, one 
of the flock, who had been reluctant to believe 
the story of the pastor’s strange comings and 
goings, heard enough to make him suspicious. 

n Wednesday Mr. Hartman followed his pas- 
tor, and saw him go into the Mulberry street 
house. The shoemaker stood guard outside. 
He waited patiently, and he needed to be 
patient, for it was about 3 o’clock when 
the minister entered and it was 6 before 
the woman came out with the pitcher. 
Mr. Hartman thought this had too much 
the appearance of working the growier,’’ 
and he at once decided upon a bold step. He 
went into the house and opened the door of 
the woman’s room. What followed is related 
in Mr. Hartman's own story: 

‘*There sat the dominie near the table. It 
was set for supper. He had in his hand a sau- 
cer with four eggs in it.

Going up the 
street 1 met the woman coming back with 
the beer. Iasked her whether the Rev. Mr. 
Van Den Broek was any kin to her and she 
said ‘No.’ That, with what I had seen, was 
enough for me. I went home. Last night 
about 10 o’clock I was in my store when the 
dominie came in with a man I do not know. 
The dominie sat down and asked me what I 
thought of him. I did not want any trouble; 
I said I thought he was a good man and 
wouldn’t do anything wrong. €
